The meeting was called to order at
9:45 a.m, in the Fred J. Fredrickson Memorial Library, Bismarck, North Dakota,
on September 24, 1970, with Vice Chairman Richard Gallagher presiding.

MINUTES OF JULY 24, 1970 Commissioner Hanson moved and Commissioner
MEETING APPROVED Kramer seconded that the minutes of the

July 24, 1970 meeting be approved as
circulated. All members voted -aye.

FINANCIAL STATEMENT FOR Matt Emerson, Assistant Secretary for

JULY, 1970 APPROVED the State Water Commission, presented the
financial statement for the month of

July, 1970. After briefly discussing the report, Mr. Emerson noted that the Federal

auditors of the Department of the Interior from Denver, Colorado, are doing an

audit of the financial records of the federal water resources grant,

Commissioner Kramer moved the approval of the
financial statement for the month of July, 1970,
and Commissioner Gray seconded. All members
voted aye,

Governor William L. Guy entered the meeting.

REVIEW OF 1971-73 BUDGET Matt Emerson presented the budget for

the 1971-73 biennium., He stated that it
is expected that there is going to be more travel by the Commission members due
to participation in such things as the Missouri Basin Inter-Agency Committee.
There is also an increased load on the fees and Services budget due to the raising
of per diem without an increased appropriation,

After a brief discussion, Commissioner Gray moved
that the 1971=73 biennium budget be approved as
presented. Commissioner Hanson seconded and

all members voted aye.

REQUEST FOR COST Secretary Hoisveen presented a summary
PART ICIPATION IN STUDIES and showed a diagram of the excessively
OF EXCESSIVE, HIGH WATER high water table conditions that are
TABLE CONDITIONS ON BUFORD- existing in the Buford-Trenton area,
TRENTON IRRIGATION DISTRICT It was stated that the cost for hiring
(#222) a consulting firm such as the Eugene A.

Hickok and Associates of Wayzata, Minne-
sota, would be $6,200 over a two-three year period. It is the request of the
Buford-Trenton Irrigation District that the State Water Commission participate
on a 50-50 cost sharing basis with the District, for a total of $3,100. He
indicated there may be additional participation if the study should be an
extended one.

Commissioner Gallagher moved that the State Water
Commission participate in cost sharing with the
Buford-Trenton Irrigation District in an amount not
to exceed $3,100 for the employment of the Eugene A,
Hickok and Associates firm to make studies of the
Buford-Trenton ground-water problem. Commissioner
Kramer seconded and all members voted aye.

CONSIDERATION OF A STUDY OF Secretary Hoisveen stated that the Office
SALINE WATER TREATMENT IN of Saline Waters has been promoting the
NORTH DAKOTA study of saline water treatment in North
(#1535) Dakota. He stated that they would like to

have the State Water Commission designate
some towns for a ground-water quality program to study the feasibility of saline
water treatment. The equipment that would be needed by the towns to conduct this
type of saline water quality study would be so expensive that it would be impossible
for the towns to assume the cost of the equipment. He stated that instead of
having consultants coming in to conduct the study, the North Dakota people could
be used. Governor Guy asked about the cost of such a study. Secretary Hoisveen
stated that the Office of Saline Waters would pay for the study, but that the
State Water Commission would purchase the equipment. No equipment would be
purchased until after the initial study was made. It would cost approximately
$50,000 to conduct the study in North Dakota. It was suggested that the State
Water Commission direct the State Engineer to prepare an application for a
Federal Saline Water Study to be conducted using research facilities in our
institutions of higher education, the Water Resources Research Institute and
other qualified people.

Commissioner Hanson moved that the State Engineer be
directed to prepare an application for a study of the
feasibility of treating saline water in North Dakota
using research facilities in our institutions of higher
education and other qualified people. Commissioner

Gray seconded and all members voted aye.



TOLLEY FLATS FLOOD CONTROL Secretary Hoisveen stated that the Tolley
(#626) Flats area has a problem with flooding.
It seems the area is a depression with
no drainage from it. The area will need about 21 bridges requiring a cost of
approximately $221,500. There is a way to lower the level by at least three feet
from the water mark at a cost of approximately $577,000., He stated that the State
Water Commission should also hold hearings in the area to have the people decide
what they wanted to be done and could afford to have done.

Commi ssioner Kramer moved that the State Water
Commission hold public hearings in the Tolley
Flats area in respect to the projects costs.
Commissioner Hanson seconded and all members

voted aye.
GRIGGS COUNTY Secretary Hoisveen stated that Griggs
GROUND-WATER STUDY County Water Management District has
(#952) requested a ground-water study in that

area. The study would be performed
jointly with Steele County, thus reducing the total administrative cost. The
total cost to the county would be approximately $22,000 spent over a period of
three to four years. |t was the recommendation of the State Water Commission
that cost participation be given to Griggs County for a ground-water study.

Commissioner Gray moved that the State Water
Commission participate in cost sharing with the
Griggs County Water Management District for

a ground-water study in conjunction with Steele
County. Commissioner Hanson seconded and all
members voted aye,

HEARING BY U. S. SENATE Secretary Hoisveen staed that a hearing
COMMITTEE ON PUBLIC had been scheduled by Senator Jennings
WORKS ON PEMBILIER DAM Randolph and Senator Quentin N, Burdick,
IN WALHALLA Committee on Public Works, U. S. Senate,
(#567) and Senator Stephen M. Young, Chairman of

the Subcommittee on Flood Control, Rivers
and Harbors, of the Committee on Public Works, for September 25, 1970. This
meeting has been postponed until October 22, 1970 in Walhalla, North Dakota.
Secretary Hoisveen asked the Commission if it were their wishes to meet at the
same time as the hearing giving the Commissioners an opportunity to attend the
bearing.

Commissioner Gray moved that the State Water
Commission hold their regular meeting in Walhalla
in conjunction with the Pembilier Dam hearing on
October 22, 1970. Commissioner Hanson seconded
and all members voted aye.

Governor Guy left the meeting.
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INCREASE IN FUND LIMITATION FOR Secretary Hoisveen stated that the
CORPS OF ENGINEERS ''205'' FLOOD Association of Western State Engineers
PROTECT ION PROBLEM had adopted a resolution at their

September 18, 1970 meeting requesting
Congress to increase federal funding contained in Section 205 of the Flood Control
Act of 1948 from one million dollars to two million dollars.

Commi ssioner Hanson moved that the State Water
Commission adopt the attached resolution and that
copies be forwarded to the North Dakota Congressional
Delegation and the St. Paul District Corps of Engineers.
Commissioner Gray seconded and all members voted aye.
(See Appendix MAI')

NAT |ONAL WATER RESOURCES Secretary Hoisveen noted that the National
ASSOCIATION CONVENTION - Water Resources Association Convention
NOVEMBER 17, 18 and 19, 1970 is to be held in Las Vegas, Nevada on

November 17, 18 and 19, 1970, He
suggested that the following Commission members attend the Convention: Richard
Gallagher, member of the Resolutions Committee from North Dakota; Harold Hanson,
alternate member on the Resolutions Committee; and Gordon Gray, Missouri Basin
Inter-Agency Committee delegate. |t was also noted that as many members as possible
should attend the Convention as Governor Guy is scheduled to address the Convention
and Secretary Hoisveen is in line for the national presidency position.

Commissioner Hanson moved that all members of
the State Water Commission be authorized and
encouraged to attend the annual meeting of the
National Water Resources Association as North
Dakota is requesting much help from this
Association. Commissioner Gray seconded and
all members voted aye.

ROSENQU I ST DAM Secretary Hoisveen briefly discussed the
(#612) damages that have occurred to the Rosen-
quist Dam and stated that $1,000 is being

requested by Divide County for repairs.

Commi ssioner Kramer moved that the State Water
Commission participate in an amount not exceeding
$1,000 for repair of the Rosenquist Dam.
Commissioner Gray seconded and all members voted

aye.
PROGRESS OF STATE WATER Secretary Hoisveen suggested that dis-
COMMISSION PROGRAM cussion of the progress of the State
(#1) Water Commission be delayed until a

future meeting as Al Grindberg has some
pictures and slides that he is obtaining that will better illustrate the accom-
plishments made. C1iff Jochim, Special Assistant Attorney General for the State
Water Commission, gave a brief report relative to the Governor's Task Force on
Water Management, of which he is the Chairman. The purpose of the task force is
to review the state's water laws and make recommendations to the Natural Resources



Council for changes in such laws in order to develop a comprehensive program for
environmental management. The task force has decided the initial step in such a
program would be to provide a voice for the entire state on the local level. The
local entity best suited for this job is a water management district. The task
force is, therefore, recommending that a study be made to divide the state into
watersheds and establish therein by statute, local legal entities similar to

our present water management districts,

Commissioner Gray moved that the Commission commend
the Chief Engineer and his staff for the progress
made on the programs for the state. Commissioner
Hanson seconded and all members voted aye.

GRAND FORKS DRAIN #38A and B Secretary Hoisveen recommended that the
(#1511) State Water Commission participate in

cost sharing of 40 percent in an amount
not to exceed $17,577.68 for construction of Grand Forks Drain No. 38A and B.
This consists of 13.6 miles of drain including two drop structures. The average
of the state's share cost approximates $1,290 per mile.

Commissioner Gray moved that the State Water
Commission participate in construction of Grand
Forks Drain No. 38A and B in an amount not to
exceed $17,577.68. Commissioner Hanson seconded
and all members voted aye.

MICHIGAN DRAIN Secretary Hoisveen recommended that the

(#153L) State Water Commission participate in
an amount of $2,352.89 or 40 percent

of the total cost for construction of the Michigan Drain., This would consist of

a route for a drain which can control the level of the adjacent sloughs with

minimal damage to the wildlife areas between Michigan and Lake Laretta. The

design has been accepted by the Bureau of Sport Fisheries and Wildlife.

Commissioner Gray moved that the State Water
Commission participate in an amount not to exceed
$2,352.89, or 40 percent of the total cost for
construction of the Michigan Drain, Commissioner
Hanson secmnded and all members voted aye.

WATER PERMIT NOS, Secretary Hoisveen presented 12 water
1715, 1716, 1717, permits to the Commission for consider-
1718, 1719, 1721, ation. It was the recommendation of
1723, 1724, 1726, the State Engineer that these water
1729, 1734 and permits be approved.

It was moved by Commissioner Kramer, seconded by
Commi ssioner Hanson and carried that the 12 con-
ditional permits be approved. (See Appendix ''B")
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MINTO DAM Secretary Hoisveen reported that the city

(#448) of Minto has requested a study be conducted
regarding a dam in the city that is

used for their municipal water supply.

Commissioner Gray moved that the State Water
Commi ssion conduct a study for a dam in the city
of Minto that would be used for a municipal water
supply. Commissioner Hanson seconded and all
members voted aye.

MISSOURI BASIN INTER- Commi ssioner Gray gave a report on the
AGENCY COMMITTEE REPORT Missouri Basin Inter-Agency Committee's

162nd meeting held in Sheridan, Wyoming.
The next scheduled meeting is to be held in Bismarck, North Dakota, on December
9, 1970.

MCLEAN COUNTY GROUND=- Secretary Hoisveen reported that at a
WATER STUDY City Council meeting held in Garrison,
(#958) North Dakota, recently, it was recommended

that additional work be done to determine
the areal extent of an aquifer in the Garrison vicinity and to learn more about
the variation in the water quality. The report would be made a part of the
ground-water report in McLean County. The cost of this study would approximate
$2,000 and it was the recommendation of Secretary Hoisveen that the cost be shared
on a 50-50 basis by the city of Garrison and the State Water Commission, making
the state's share $1,000.

Commi ssioner Hanson moved that the State Water
Commission participate in the cost sharing of a
ground-water study in the Garrison vicinity on

a 50-50 basis with the city of Garrison, in an

amount not to exceed $1,000 for state participation.
Commissioner Kramer seconded and all members voted aye.

There being no further business, the
meeting adjourned at 12:30 p.m,

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RESOLUTION 70-9-288 APPENDIX "'A"
A Request of the Federal Congress to Increase
Federal Funding Contained in Section 205 of the
Flood Control Act of 1948

WHEREAS, rising costs in flood control construction actlvities of the
U. S. Corps of Engineers has increased to such a degree that funding of projects
formerly constructed under Section 205 of the 1948 Flood Control Act is now
inadequate in many instances; and

WHEREAS, small cities such as Pembina and Beulah, North Dekota, and
others will be unable to meet the construction costs that exceed $1,000,000
(one million dollars); and

WHEREAS, a part of these cost increases result from facilities installed
to minimize environmental effects.

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the North Dakota State Water
Commission in a meeting held in Bismarck, North Dakota, on September 24, 1970,
respectfully urges that legislation be adopted by the Federal Congress at
the earliest possible date raising the $1,000,000 (one million dollar) funding
limitation of Section 205 of the 1948 Flood Control Act to $2,000,000 (two
million dollars).

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that this Resolution be forwarded to Senators
Quentin N. Burdick and Milton R. Young; Representatives Mark Andrews and
Thomas Kleppe; and the St. Paul District Corps of Engineers.,
